1. SUMMARY: CONSEIL INTERGOUVERNEMENTAL DES PAYS EX- 
PORTATEURS DE CUIVRE (CIPEC) OEEICIALS HAVE EXPRESSED 
TO US THEIR INTEREST IN BEING KEPT POSTED REGARDING 
USITC SECTION 201 INVESTIGATION DESCRIBED IN REE. A). 

HIGH CIPEC OFEICERS-POSSIBLY INCLUDING CHAIRMAN 
SADLI-WILL WISH TO PRESENT LDC PRODUCERS' CASE TO 
COMMISSION IN WASHINGTON, AND ORGANIZATION WOULD LIKE 
A COPY OF FULL TEXT OE U.S. PRODUCERS PETITION TO 

USITC. CIPEC OEEICIALS HAVE DISTANCED THEMSELVES FROM 
RECENT PRESS REPORTS INDICATING THAT CHILE MIGHT AGREE 
TO EOLLOW PRODUCTION CUTBACK POLICIES AGREED TO BETWEEN 
ZAMBIA, ZAIRE, AND PERU. CIPEC SECRETARIAT IS DIS- 
APPOINTED THAT FIRST MEETING OE UNCTAD COPPER WORKING 
GROUP HAS BEEN POSTPONED FROM MARCH 20-23 TO APRIL 
17-21. END SUMMARY. 

2. AT THEIR REQUEST, EMBOFE HAS BRIEEED CIPEC SECRETARY 
GENERAL SACHA GUERONIK AND HIS MARKETING DIVISION CHIEF, 
PETER PARKINSON, ON SECTION 201 OF U.S. PUBLIC LAW 

93-618 (TRADE ACT OE 1974). REQUEST WAS GENERATED BY 
SITUATION DESCRIBED IN REF. A), TEXT OE WHICH HAS ALSO 
BEEN PASSED TO CIPEC. IN RESPONSE TO OUR OUTLINING OE 
LIMITED OEEICIAL USE 
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SECTION 201 PROCEDURES, GUERONIK TOOK PARTICULAR NOTE 
OE SUBSECTION (C) THEREOE AND ASKED THAT CIPEC BE 
NOTIFIED JUST AS SOON AS USITC HAD DETERMINED WHEN IT 
WOULD HOLD PUBLIC HEARINGS ON THE U.S. COPPER PRODUCERS 
PETITION SEEKING IMPOSITION OP A QUOTA UPON U.S. IMPORTS 
OP REFINED COPPER. HE ASKED US TO OBTAIN POR HIM A COPY 
OP THAT PETITION. WE REPLIED THAT WE HAD NOT YET RE- 
CEIVED WORD THAT THE USITC HAD INSTITUTED AN INVESTI- 
GATION IN THIS CASE, BUT THAT WE WERE EXPECTING SUCH 
NOTIFICATION MOMENTARILY AND WOULD CERTAINLY KEEP CIPEC 
SECRETARIAT INPORMED. WE UNDERTOOK TO OBTAIN A COPY OF 
THE U.S. PRODUCERS' PETITION. GUERONIK CONTINUED THAT 
CIPEC WOULD WISH TO SEND SOME COMPETENT, HIGH LEVEL 
REPRESENTATIVES TO PRESENT LDC PRODUCERS CASE BEPORE 

USITC. HE REPERRED TO CHAIRMAN SADLI'S PEBRUARY 2 
LETTER TO SECRETARY VANCE (REP B.), AND SAID THAT SINCE 
DOMESTIC INDONESIAN POLITICAL CONSIDERATIONS HAD CAUSED 
SADLI TO DEFER HIS PLANNED TRIP TO WASHINGTON IN JANUARY 
(REF. C), CIPEC CHAIRMAN MIGHT REPEAT MIGHT NOW WISH TO 
PRESENT PRODUCERS' CASE BEFORE COMMISSION HIMSELF. 
GUERONIK SAID SADLI WAS TENTATIVELY PLANNING TO VISIT 
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WASHINGTON IN APRIL. 

3. WE TOOK THE OCCASION TO SOLICIT GUERONIK'S AND 
PARKINSON'S REACTION TO RECENT PRESS REPORTS (FINANCIAL 
TIMES, MARCH 3, PAGE 29) THAT CHILE MIGHT AGREE TO 
FOLLOW SUIT AND CUT BACK ITS COPPER PRODUCTION ALONG 
LINES JUST AGREED TO BETWEEN ZAMBIA, ZAIRE, AND PERU 
(I.E. BY 15 PERCENT). BOTH MEN QUICKLY RESPONDED THAT, 

WHILE SANTIAGO WAS NATURALLY FOLLOWING DEVELOPMENTS 
CLOSELY, THESE NEWS REPORTS WERE PURELY SPECULATIVE, AND 
THEY INSISTED THAT CIPEC HAD NO INDICATION AS TO WHAT 
CHILE'S POSITION MIGHT BE AT THE ORGANIZATION'S NEXT 
COUNCIL MEETING SCHEDULED FOR LATE JUNE. AS FOR THE 
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ACTION EB-08

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ZAMBIA-ZAIRE-PERU AGREEMENT, GUERONIK CONFIRMED THAT 
15 PERCENT WAS THE TARGETTED CUTBACK. HE DESCRIBED THE 
AGREEMENT AS A "JOINT DECISION TO BE ADMINISTERED IN- 
DIVIDUALLY". HE NOTED THAT WHILE ZAMBIA HAS DECLARED 
ITS INTENTION BOTH TO CUT PRODUCTION AND TO REDUCE 
SUPPLY COMMITMENTS UNDER EXISTING CONTRACTS, ZAIRE 
SAYS IT WILL ONLY EFFECT PRODUCTION CUTS AND THAT 
EXISTING CONTRACTS WILL BE HONORED AT PREVIOUSLY AGREED 
LEVELS-EVEN IE THIS SHOULD REQUIRE IT TO PURCHASE 
ADDITIONAL COPPER ON THE WORLD MARKET. 

4. IN CONCLUSION, GUERONIK EXPRESSED DISAPPOINTMENT AT 
NEWS HE HAD JUST RECEIVED FROM UNCTAD IN GENEVA (SEE 
REE. D) ADVISING THAT FIRST MEETING OF COPPER WORKING 
GROUP WOULD NOT TAKE PLACE ON MARCH 20-23 AS ORIGINALLY 
SCHEDULED. HOWEVER, HIS INFORMATION WAS THAT NEW DATES 
OF APRIL 17-21 HAD ALREADY BEEN APPROVED. 

5. ACTION REQUESTED: PER GUERONIK'S REQUEST (PARA 2 
ABOVE), WE WOULD APPRECIATE RECEIVING, BY CABLE IF 

FEASIBLE, A COPY OF THE U.S. COPPER PRODUCERS' PETITION 
TO USITC SEEKING IMPOSITION OF A QUOTA ON IMPORTS OF 
REFINED COPPER.
